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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to claim 26, Applicant argues Hirota et al fails 
to teach indication information including available storage capacity. The claim language only requires the indication information being "at 
least one of information..." Thus, only one type of information is required by the claim. The Examiner has shown that Hirota et al teaches 
the indication of the idle state (21/39-43) and/or device ID which identifies the user (22/55-64). This clearly satisfies the claimed limitation 
of the indication information being "at least one of. The claimed indication information being available storage capacity is not a required 
limitation, as indicated by the claim language "at least one of. Applicant's argument regarding this limitation is not persuasive. If Applicant 
intends the indication to have all of the disclosed information, Applicant must amend the claims accordingly. 
The claimed control module can be read as any/all components in player 201 to perform the claimed method (9/37-56). 
Regarding claim 35, the claim language requires the necessary indication information including "at least one of information...". Therefore, 
only one information of all the disclosed information is required. The Examiner has shown that Hirota teaches and supplying at least one of 
the disclosed information (See rejection to claims 35 and 26 and also above explanation). If Applicant intends the indication to have all of 
the disclosed information, Applicant must amend the claims accordingly. 
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
